Pood Administration directing that 
thrt original proclamation of the Presi- 
dent be adhered io. This means that, 
beginning; today, consumers must pur- 
chase a poiindlof other cereals every 
time' they purchase a pound of flour, 
instead-of in the ratio of six pounds 
of flour to one of cereals, as was the 
ruling in force up to an including Sat- 
urday, 
- 


, The proclamation .of the President, 


under, -which, the order of the Food 
Administration was issued and made 
effective January 28 very explicitly 
provided that the consumer should buy 
and i the retailer should sell wheat 
flour "only with an equal weight of 
other cereals." Without other inlm- 
mation than the press-reports a num- 
ber of Connellstille merchants began 
selling flour on the, pound for pound 
basis. Others placed a different con- 
struction upon it; the result being that 
no uniform rule was followed. For the 
purpose of coming to an understand- 
ing on the question County Adminis- 
trator Davidson was appealed to, 
Acting upon instructions received from 
State Administrator Heinz, 
bearing 


date of January 27. the day preceding 
the effective date ol the official order 
from Food Administrator Hoover in 
Washington,' County 
Administrator 


Davidson directed Connellsville mer- 
chants to sell flour in proportion ol 
six pounds to one of other, cereals. 
State Administrator Heinz had tem- 
porarily amended the order of

President because of an insufficient 
supply of flour. substitutes,

tors in emergencies or exceptional 
cases. The Washington

tin-foil and collapsible tin tubes in 
wido use for dentrifices,- -paints and 
oilier materials. This is saving without 
false economy—the regeneration of 
material which would otherwise 
be1 


lost 
All tin-foil and empty 
tubes 


should be made into a ball by.the indi- 
vidual or family. 
It does not take 


long to accumulate a mass.of this ma- 
terial of baseball size and such a ball 
swill • often yield two pounds and up- 
ward of pure tin on'melting. It is 
estimated that the average 
family 


throws away at least one pound ot tin 
annually, a national waste of 10,000_ 
tons. 


In ordinary times the difficulty of 


gatherine tin foil and lite discarded 
material does not always justify con- 
servation, as new tin is less expen- 
sive than the work of collecting from 
missions of indivduals. In war time, 
however, every pound of tin is urgent- 
ly needed, regardless ot the cost of 
collection. Balls of tin foil gathered 
by the individual may -be turned over 
to local charities for sale in bulk when 
s'ufficieiit has been accumulated. Tin- 
foil saving is very effective when 
organized in hotels, clubs, and other 
places where cigars and cigarets are 
sold, and where waste 
boxes yield
